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THE STUDENTS' REBELLION.

The Harrisburg Topic of yesterday publishes

the following article, writlen, it says, by a pro-

fessor in Dickinson College, although it with-
bholds the name of the gentleman: —

I wish to make a candid statement of facts,
in relation to ibe recent trouble in Dickinson
College.

First. As to the declinature of the request of
the classes for leave of absence. The eollege
had had a vacation ol six days terminating on
the Monday of the previous week, while the
summer vacation was ouly slx woeeks off, to last
Jor eleven weeks. The Junior class had lost the
recitation In Professor Trickett's department on

the previous Tuesday, bocanse a change of an |

hour had not been formally announced, thoungh
every mewber of the class Knew of the change,
saven of thewn having been notifled o person.
The change was from four to five o'clock.
Whether properly or not, the recitation was
lost. By o rule of the faculty of long standing,
no gingle profeseor is allowed to exeuse before-
Land a elass [rom recitation. The procession of
colored people terminated shortly jafter two
o'vlock, and there were no other exercises con-
neeted with the eelebration till 775 o'clock P.
M. The recitations took place at five o'clock.
Apain: eince attempts have bheen made to repre-
sent the refusal to exeuse from recltation as o
political matter, I will state that both the pro-
tegeors refusing are Republicans and heartily
endorse the fiftecoth amendment,

Secondly. As to the penalties assessed. For
some time past several of the students, most of
whom were in the classes coneerned, had been
gullty of violations of colleze orders, many of
them very immoral., On Bunday before the
celebration, while the people of the town were
in their places of worznip, the college bell was
rung two severnl times, sud an alarm of fire
cxcited in different guarters of the town. The
abeence of the claszes was in defiapee of the
declinature of the professors to excuse, and it
was effected through a conspiracy. These are
—Uby the statutes of the college, which the pro-
fegsors are appointed to keep, not to amend—
soparate offenses of a high order. If not pre-
vented, they would soon disorganize the collere,
All the above cirenmstances entered into the
question of imposing punishment. This pun-
ishment was by minus marks, which were not
to affect the continnance of any student in his
clags, They operated solely to alter the relative
positions of probably not more than one-fourth
ihe number of students, One who would have
stood 3 might now stand 4; 7 mighkt now be §,
cte, Smcee all received at least one hundred,
ihie relative positions could be affected only by
the excess ol the marks received one hundred,
The object of minus wmarks ns o penalty is to
aflect relative standing, aud in cases: of combina-
ton must be disyributed unequally. This un-
equal punishment iz in accordance with the
statute of the institution und the usages of eivil

society. _
Thirdly. As to the insubordination of the
studente. A committee from each class pre-

seoted a request for a diminution of the minus
marke. Alter a due consideration, those who
bad recelved five hundred were relieved of two
bundred. The others were not aflected. Cer-
in individual students desired to show that
their absénce was not on condition of the ab-
sence of others. While the order of the faculty
was pending in thelr cases, the students sent in
an apnouncement that they would attend no
more duties till the college facully came to
terme with them.  They remained in that state
of resistance, refusing three several times to
meet the faculiy, when the incully proceeded
to announce to them personally that unless
they attended recitations during Monday they

wounld be suspended until September. On
Monday night the Executive Committee
of the Board of Tronstees met them,

and presented to the faculty a paper which the
students were to accept. This paper the stu-
dents contemptuonsiy spurned by an almost
unanimons vote, The penally announced by
the faculty has goue into operation, and the
revolting students are now gone from Carlisle.
Students attendiug college are under the super-
vislon of the faculty, aud it would be improper
for a body of thirty-five students to linger in a
small town at the hotels, when their parents
and guardians have no expectation of such a
thing. It is customary in all colleges to require
students disciplined as these have "been to g0 al
once to their homes. 16 is unpecessary to add
that in cases where it was impossible for the
students to leave town in the prescribed time,
th%‘y were allowed 1o remain longer.

he professors have been insisting on scholar-
ship a8 a condition of remaining in their classes,
It is not uncommon for students to hate a pro-
fessor who will not allew them to follow their
own inclinations.

OBITUARY,

CGenernl Marqguls de In Woestine,

This digtinguished soldier died recently in
Parig at the Hotel des Invalides, of which he
was the Governor. Descended from a promi-
nent Flemish family, he was born in 1756, and
upon the occasion of his baptism had for god-
father no less a personage than the Duke of Or-
leans, afterwards better known as King Louis
Philippe. He was educated by Count de Co-
bentzel, his uncle, who in 1501 introduced the
Marquis to Joseph Donaparte. 1lis admiration
for the French influenced him to remain in
France and become a naturalized citizen, and
having attracted the notice of Napoleon, he was
first sent to the Ecole Militaire, and afterwards
commissioned o sous-lieutensnt of dragoons.

In the celebrated battles of Friedland and
Jena he behaved with such distinguished gal-
lantry a8 to win promotion. Subsequently hLe
was ordered Lo Spain, serving uuder Bebastiani
and receiving a dangerons wouund at Almonacid.
lle remained on the peninsuls until his command
wag ordered to join the grand army which in-
vaded Russia, De la Woestine participated in
the terribleadvance and retreat of the French.,
At Leipsic his gallantry was 8o conspicuons as
to attract the personal notice of the Emperor,
who decorated him with the Cross of the Legion
of Honor and gave him the rank of colonel.

After the abdication he refused to serve the
Bourbons and retired to private life, but upon
Napoleon's return from Elba De la Woestine

romptly joined him, and at the battle of
Yaterloo commanded the 8d Regiment of Chas-
seurs. The Dourbcuos !.n-in&: agaln restored to
the throne, he went to Belglum, where he lived
several years enguged Iu the business of a wine
merchant. By the July revolution, however,
he was enabled to return to France and to re-
sume his profession as a soldier. Louis Philippe
appointed him Marechal-de-Camp, holding which
rank he commanded a brigade of light cavalry
during the campaign in Belgivm in 1832, The
Marquis was made general of division in 1841,
but alter the revolution of 1848 was retired on
half-pay, the Iprur'ta[oual government being
sugpicious of his loyalty to the republie.

As soon as Louis Napoleon became President
General de la Woestine was restored to active
gervice. After the dismissal of General Perrot
in 1852, he was appointed to command the
National Guards in Parls. It will be remcm-
bered how efiectnally the General prevented the
drummers from sounding the alarm on the
famous day of the coup Jd'efal by previously
sending all the drums of the Natlonal Guards to
Vincennes to be “‘repaired.” When Louis Na-
poleon became Emperor, De la Woestine was
created o Senator of France and la 1803 was
appointed Governor of the Invalides Lo succeed

Ollivier's Views of the Nituntlon—**Socialism
nnd Materintiam® va.

The Minister of Justice, in his quality of
Deputy for the First Circumseription of the Var,

You have known me
for a long time past, and many among you re-
member my speeches, when, at the commence-
ment of my career, I wenl through your dis-
trict. They will tell you that my volce was
nlways raized against violence, anger, and
hatred, and that I then opposed revolutionary
doctrines with as much resolution as 1 do now.
Do you know whence arises that consistency of
my ideas? From the unity of my sentiments.
In politice I bhave had but one passion
—a love for the great and good peopls
of France; and 1t i the desire of relleving their
sufferings, of raising their intellectual, material,
and moral situation which has made easy to me
a recignation to the daily miseries of publie life.
Who are the expiatory vietims of revolations ?
Is it not the people® When order is disturbed
in the streets and business is in suspense, Provi-
dence does not cause any revolution in the
clements; the sun continues to ripen the corn
and the vine, and the rich are never in want.
But, on the contrary, what desolation there is in
the dwelling of the tvour laborer! For that
reason I have always detested revolutions. Do
not listen to those men who advise you to vote
“No!" Buppose that they have a majority
on the Sth of May in the Var and
thronghout France, what would follow ?
They would exercise vengeance, would
imprison and exile, wonld establish
the soclal republie, and oppress the rich, as
they promise in your meelings. And what

after? The storm would goon pass away. The
nation, ashamed of Its momentary weakness,
would rise up and say:—*‘'Enough of anarchy
and disorder!” And, in their turn, those who
had struck would be harshly treated. Suppose,
on the contrary, that our friends trinmph; how
different all will be! A long period of security,
confidence, and rest will be reassured to us.
The Emperor and his Minislers, rid of consti-
tntional discussions, interpellations, menaces of
disturbance, and predictions of revolution, will
be able to take in band, with even more solicl-

WESTON, THE WALKIST.

Mensuring the Rink _fer the Great LOD-Mlle
Waik.

Yesterdoy the Empire Rink, New York, was
measured, in Mr. Weston's presence, by Mr.
Wallace, the manager, and a track, five feet
wide, wag laid out on the fioor aronnd its outre
circumference. A line drawn through the cen-
tre of this, or two and a halfl feet from the outre
edge, and going all around the aink, was found
to be exactly 748 feet 6 inches; so that seven
times around, and 145 feet U inches over, will
make just & mile: and in order to walk 100 sta-
tute miles of 5280 feet each, Mr. Weston must
go around the track 710 times, with G613 feet 6
inches extra. To do this in twenty-two hours
will be at the rate of a little ovex four and a half
miles, or thirty-three times around the rink, per
hour, not allowing any time for sest.

Mr. Woston will, therefore, beobliged to make
pearly 720 entire cirenits of a irack 734 feet 6
Inches in length at the rate of two mioutes to
each circnit.  Looking at these figures, it wonld
seem absurd for any mortal man to attempt
such a feat, and if Mr. Weston succeeds he will
not only have fairly earned his #1500, but also
the reputation of belng the greatest pedestrian
in the world., Mr. Weston invites anybody who
way doubl the accuracy of the measurement
to test it for bimself, and in a few days he in-
tends to have it remeasured in the presence of
several distinguished gentlemen whose attesta-
tion nobody will dispute. The track is to be
covered with clay and shavings, and a fine band
of music will eheer the great pedestrian on
victory.

SHOCKING CALAMITY,

The Mace-Allen Prize-Fight,

TminreeNy MiLes rroM New Onveans, May
10.—The Mace-and-Allen prize-fight excursion
was announced to leave at 4 A, M. and got off at
b precisely. A large crowd was at the Jackson
Railroad depot as early as 330 A, M., nmong
whom were many prominent merchants, lawyvers,
phyeicians, ex-officers of both armies from the
grade of generals down, aud well-known sport-
ing men from all parts of the country,

A detail of about seventy Metropolitan
policemen accompanied the train out for a
quarter of a mile, where all persons without
tickets were put off the train, which was de-
layed some twenty minutes In consequence.
The train consisted of some passenger cars well

filled, There were probably 700 persons, of
whom about two-thirds were of the belter
classes,

The Chicago Base Ball Club were among the
excursionisteé, No incldent worthy of note oc-
curred previous to starting. The crowd was
very orderly. On reaching a point about five
and a half miles distant from the city the train
stopped, and in an Instant the cars were emptied;
out all were ordered on board again, as the spot
was inside the Metropolitan distriet.

The train proceeded to a point about three
miles above Lunersville, 8t. Charles Parish,
where all aré on the field and preparations
making for the contest. The betting Is about
three to two on Mace, though the Allen party
are very confident. The weather is delightiully
clear and pleasant.

Both men are in splendid condition. Muce
will weigh about 173 and Allen 1608, Mace and
Allen came to the ground on a dummy engine,
which followed the train.

FROM WASHINGTON.

Georgln Reconstruction.
Bpecial Despatoh to The Bvening Telegraph

WasnisgroN, May 10,—The Reconstruction
Committee failed to agree to-day upon the
Georgia bill. Farnsworth's bill to admit the
State without conditions was voted down.
Butler proposed to report the old bill with an
amendment that Georgla, Mississippi, and
Texas be allowed to have militla, Mr. Law-
rence proposed the old bill be nmended ro that no
votes shall be excladed on account of not
baving paid his tax, and a preamble setting
forth that the government of the State shall be
provisional until the State is admitted by Con-
grees. Without taking action the committee
adjourned until Thureday,

Juternni Hevenue.

The Ways and Means Commitiee took up the
Internal Revenue bill to-day and made eon-
siderable progress upon it. They expect to be
able to report it In a few days, 8o as to have it
printed and réecommitted to the S8enate. The
proposition to reduce the taxes forty millions
was considered, but it was deemed unwise, if
not impracticable.

The Pacliic Hallrond
Committee of the House took up the Trans-
continental Rallroad bill, with its wvarious
amendments, to-day, and heard parties for and
againet It. The committee agreed that wha! is
known as the thirty-second paralle! shall be the
route of whatever SBouthern Pacific Railroad i=
built. The House is fllibustering on the Northern
Pacific Railroad bill, and the chances are that it
will oceupy most of the day. The opposition to
it bas been reinforeed by Ben Butler,
American Cltlzens in St, Damingo.

Wasmisgroy, May 10.—The Department of
State has, in compliance with a resolution of the
Senate, communicated to that body entire copies
of despatches of J. Simes Bmith, late commer-
clal agent at Ban Domingo, with reference to
Davis Hatch, a citizen of ¢che United States who,
being charged with aidiog the revolutlonists,
was condemned to death by a military commis-
sion but pardoned by the Senatus Consultumn,
Smith says that previous 1o these proceedings
the sbip Tusearora arrived from Key West,
when he called upon Commander Green and ae-
quainted him with the particulars of the case
and also expressed hls desire that the Taseuarora
should proceed to Barcelonn, where Hateh was
confined.

Court of Quarter Sessions—Allison, P, J,
Privon Casos.

The male prison dock was crowded this morn-
ing, and the cases of the inmates were disposed
of in the following order: —

Joseph Smith, colored, was convicted of the
larceny of a bolt of calico from the shop No.

William Huyes, a young man, but evidently
an English profession=l, was convicted of n
charge of entering a grindstone {actory in York
avenue, west slde, below Fourth street, with
intent to stenl. The testimony given by two
policemen and a boy employed in this factory
disclosed the following state of facts:—On the
morning of the 4th Inst. a burglary was com-
mitted at the house adjoining this f{actory, and
the oflicer surprised the burglars at their work,
| causing them to scamper away in  con-

fusion, leaving their implements behiad,
One of them scaled a fence, dropped his cap,
and fled into the factory, after which the oflicers
were unable to find him. Later in the day a
boy, who worked in the factory saw the prisoner
creeping cautiously down from the garret. Bee-
iog that he was observed, he asked the boy if
bhe had an old eap he could give him, but the
boy recollecting the recent burglary, became
frighteved, ran away, and gave information to
the oflicers, who had kept constant wateh upon
the building. After a short chase he was ar-
rested. N

The prisoner stated that he was n stranger
here, had lost his hut in the Delaware river, had
gone to this factory by mistake, and that be was
not only innocent but ignorant of this offense.
The cap the oflicers picked up in their raid upon
the burglars was tried npon the prisoner and
found to fit admirably. he jury, after a short
absence, rendered a verdict of guilty,
